They went out ypste'rday after the 
employers had refused their demands 
for a wage increase which would 
give them 70 cents an hour.

A meeting is called for Monday

Workmen Unearth Bones 


at Site for Lincoln's 


Statue 


Excitement prevailed !.oh the "hill" 


Saturday morning when workmen 
excavating for the Abraham Lincoln 
statue in front of University hall 
discovered the remains of two skele- 
tons, 


Ernest Dangl, 432 Gorham street, 


came upon some small bones while 
digging at the end nearest Main 
hall. .• He kept on and uncovered 
larger ones. 
Attention of Superin- 


tendent A. W. McConnell and Archi- 
tect Albert Galestad was called to 
this discovery ancl the bones were re- 
moved. Hiram Johnston, 205 North 
Lake street, found another skeleton 
three feet from the first. 


The leg bones were large and led 


to the conclusion that the persons 
buried there must have been rather 
tall. 
Old-fashioned, skuarc, coffin 


naib. rfrrTost completely eaten - by 
rust weie found lying about the skel- 
etons. 
This circumstance gave rise 


to a belief that the men must have 
been buried in coffins which had 
long sines rotted away. 


Speculation ran riot. 
Many put 


forth the suggestion that they were 
probably remains of two white peo- 
ple who had been killed on the "hill" 
away back in 1832, when Black 
Hawk, the Sauk chief, retreated over 
this ground pursued by a party of 
militia and regulars.. 
The bones 


were removed to the service station 
on University avenue and the State 
Historical society notified. 
The ribs 


and skulls were left in the ground. 


Then the bubble burst. 


' The State Historical society an- 
swered up quick as a flash that the 
spot where the bones "were found had 
aeen used for burying ground from 
1838 to 1846 before the Ortpn -park 
cemetery was opened. No historical 
significance was placed on the dis- 
covery,' though some investigations' 
will be made.

"The court finds on the claim made 


by the defendant against the plain- 
tiff for corn destroyed in the shock 
by plaintiff's hogs, in 1917, that 
plaintiff's hogs did not destroy de- 
fendant's corn as claimed." 


Would you believe it? 
This is a 


clause in the findings of the super- 
ior court in the case of Hans Igard, 
plaintiff, against Robert Hahn, de- 
fendant, wealthy farmers living near 
Morrisonville, who according to the 
court records, are neighbors and re 
lated, the defendant being married 
to a niece of the wife of the plain- 
tiff. 


The court record shows that ill 


feeling existed between the parties 
sometime prior to the commencement 
of the action, and further, that the 
plaintiff had evidently made an ex- 
haustive research of his memory to 
recall as many items of 
credits 


against the defendant as was pos- 
sible, and has succeeded in discov- 
ering a total grand sum of $62.00. 


"Not to be outdone," continues the 


court report, "in courtesy and evi- 
dently assuming that it was incum- 
bent upqn him to show his good will 
toward the plaintiff, the defendant 
promptly goes into seclusion and 
from the archives.of his desks (new 
and old) he promptly brings forth 
a written itemized statement which 
had its birth as far back as 1912 in 
the tiny item of credit in the sum of 
$6.50. This itemized statement has 
since grown to the healthy sum of 
$131.50. 


"In order to do justice to a sum 


so .vital to the parties, the "action 
was first tried in a justice of the 
peace court, then deposition, and ad- 
verse examination were taken and 
finally tne case ended up with a two | 
days' trial in this court. 
It seems 


that their time, the time of counsel, 
and the time of the courts could have 
been utilized for better purposes. 


Such claims exist, as the loaning 


of three bushels of barley of the val- 
ue of $1.25 a bushel on May 10, 1912; 
the loaning of a team of horses and 
tobacco planter; the loaning of 18 
bushels of oats, of tobacco poles, of 
three horses and binder, of help in 
threshing, hauling lumber,, and cut- 
ting corn.

HE house-to-house canvass of Madison's War Savings Stamp

Banking. It provided in substance 
as follows: Any life insurance com- 
pany authorized to do business in 
.-/isconsin might issue group insur- 
.mce policies. Groups should con- 
sist of 100 men. The 
insurance 


would be taken out by employer upon 
his employes. 


This bill, if enacted into law, would 


be objectionable for the following 
reasons: 


1. It is the employer's insurance, 


as a matter of fact, not the working- 
man's. 


2. It is based on the scientific in- 


surance principle of individual phy- 
sical examination. 


3. It tends to cause the weaker, 


man, the poorer risk, to be dropped 
from employment. 


4. It has a coercive effect on the 


employes, tends to prevent strikes, 
etc. 


5. It tends to weaken fraterna' 


societies whose members being in- 
sured in the group tend to drop their 
fraternal benefit. 


6. The whole plan is a step to- 


ward the development of unwhole- 
some power in the hands of the em- 
ploying class. 


In some cases this form of insur- 


ance may be desirable,.but from the 
standpoint of legislation for the peo- 
ple, 
we must select a policy thai

Smith, Neillsville, Henry Oh], Jr., 
and John P. Donnelly, Milwaukee. 


Many are inclined to the view that 


an investigation of this kind is ill- 
timed now that we are in war. Be 
that as it may, the committee is ap- 
pointed, hearings are now being held 
and we may expect a report of their 
findings to be made to. the 1919 leg- 
islature.

ternity insurance, so that the mea- 
sures I suggest may be included in 
whole or in part? 


We wait in open' minded trustful- 
ess. 
Behind the scenes loom the power- 


ful insurance interests. Big Busi- 
ness always chums with its own fel- 
lows. Group Insurance, the" product 
of Big Insurance Business, the help- 
mate of Concentrated Capital, could 
be well fitted to serve the purpose of 
the foregoing plan from the stand- 
point of its exponents. 


The President of one of the large 


insurance firms of the east has said 
that the object of'group insurance 
is to take the place of, to postpone, 
to waylay, any plan of social in- 
surance. In other words, .to protect 
the interest of Big Insurance Busi- 
ness. How about the working man ? 


I am reminded.of a statement in 


a pamphlet sent- out by Group In- 
surance advocates. It says: 


"Compulsory health "insurance haa 


adopted in several of the Euro- 


pean countries all of which are undei; 
autocratic, or monarchist rule, -with 
;he-exception of Fmnce, which'has 
but. a partial compulsory system." 


Indeed how true, among the mon- 


archies adopting health insurance 
was England who did so because of 
the demands of its labor members 
of parliament.

The National Women's Trade Un- 


ion League, of whose Washington 
Committee ilrs. Gilford Pinchot is 
chairman,/'was represented at the 
convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor at St. Paul by the na- 
tional vice president of the League, 
Miss Melinda Scott of the 
United 


Hat Trimmers. 
Miss Scott was also 


a member of the American Labor 
Mission to Great Britain and France. 
Her report and address to the con- 
vention as fraternal delegate from 
the National Woman's Trade Union 
League was one of the outstanding 
eyents of the Sessions. "That's the 
best man we've had up there yet," 
was the comment of several men in 
the hall as Miss Scott concluded her 
speech to resounding applause. 


Miss Scott sai'd: 
"Mr. President and Delegates: I 


want to bring to you from the Na- 
tional Women's Trade Union League 
greetings to the men and women of 
labor. The business of the Women's 
Trade Union League is to organize 
women into trade unions and 
to 


arouse public opinion to a sense of 
responsibility to the working men 
and . working women. Now 
more 


than ever do we need, not only the 
Women's Trade Union League, but 
every red-blooded man and woman o'f 
labor to work more determinedly 
than ever and to put more effort in- 
to the organization of women. More 
and more women are coming into in- 
dustry, more and more women art 
taking the places of men, and what 
we have got to teach the women ii 
that they must value their 
labor 


power, that they must not take a job 
at less wages than the men are re- 
ceiving. If we are to have the coun- 
try for democracy, we have got to 
have those jobs for those men when 
they come back, and we have got to 
see that the women do not underbid 
the men while they are away. 


We have seen in Europe, where the 


necessity is great for the women to 
enter the industries, women doing 
nil kinds of work, and we know that 
ivomen are going to enter industry 
here; but the thing we have to re- 
member now is that up to this time 
there has been no need for women 
to go into those industries, there has 
been up to this time no shortage of 
man power, but the plea of shortage 
of man power has been used in this 
time of war to get cheap 
labor. 


Ther; may be a time later on when 
women will hove to go into these in- 
dustries, but until then we have got 
to be on the job and we have got to 
see to it that the women are taught 
—and you men con do much toward 
:hat end—that trades unionism is 
quite respectable. Until a 
short 


:imc ago we women were taught that 
t wasn't quite the thing to belong 
:o a trade union. Our home train- 
ngj our chui'ch training and .our 
school training have not taught us 
,hnt we should take our places by the 
side of men arid that we should put 
a proper value on our labor power, 
,hat we should not underbid the men. 
t is only the trade union movement 
hat is teaching woman that 
she 


must stand on her own feet. 


There never was a time 
when 


women did not work; they have al- 
ways been in the industries. They 
were working in the homes, but with 
.he introduction of machinery wom- 
en went out from the homes into all 
kinds of industry and they are there 
as a force to be reckoned with. The 
men and women of labor must now 
ice to It that they get the right kind 
if training. They must not say, as 
hey have said heretofore, "We are 
women and we can not expect to g« 
as much as men." 
Of courie, We 


must get an much as men If we do 
he game kind of work. If we do as 
;ood work as a man, why hot gel 
s much pay 7 Then we have got to 
•et as much pay as the men, because 
we can not injure our'brother work- 
rs. We. have got to demand the 
ame pay as men for the same work 
nd any man who stands in the way 
f women joining their trade unions, 
t seems to me, is taking the nose 
ff his own face. Where the women 
re in your industry—and they are 
oming in and will probably corno 
n larger numbers—the thing to do 
3 to take them into your unions and/ 
ake them fight with you for equal 
ay for equal work. 
We found in some places in this 


ountry and in Europe where we re- 
retted women coming into industry. 
"e were told, "There is no .earthly 
eason why women should rf5t do 
lis work. In some cases they are 


as strong as men." I will admit 
that sonic women are as strong as 
some men, but we must re.member 
that .women are the potential moth- 
ers of the future rsce, and wo have 
got to sec to it that women are not 
put into trades thnt will injure the 
future generation. We are prone to 
say that the wealth of the nation-de- 
pends upon the health of its people. 
We must take care of the health of 
the people. We must teach women 
that they must join the labor move- 
ment, and after this convention and 
during the war we are going to put 
more and more effort into it. We 
know the efforts the American,Fed- 
eration of Labor has put forth this 
last year; we know the efforts the 
Women's Trade Union League , has 
put forth to organize women and we 
must all togteher,. men and women, 
strive for this one thing. 
. Arid we have something else to 
work'for and that ..is. that more lind 
more we have got to be on the job 
against child.labor. Now that the 
Federal law has been declared un- 
constitutional itjbehooves us men and 
women of labor to'see that the child- 
ren of the workers have a better 
chance arid a better opportunity than 
some of us ever had.. We know as 
working women what it means to 
have to ".work in our childhood, we 
know what it means for the children 
of the workers t o. be deprived . of 
their"; childhood .and of their play, 
time, of life. Many of the children 
o fthe workers do not know, what 
a green Acid -looks like; many of 


them have been deprived of an edu- 
cation and no matter what they gain 
in life, nothing, will ever. make up to 
them for being 'deprived of their play 
time in life. See to it then, that the 
children of the future may have a 
better time than we had. They must 
be kept in school and not sent out 
into the industries. 
The thing for 


us to do is to see that .the fathers of 
the families get decent wages so the 
children may be kept in school, giv- 
en an opportunity to grow mentally 
and physically and be prepared for 
the 
duties of life.
